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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 


Stamps Commemorating Religious Festivals 
By Harry M. SAvacoor 
CHAPTER XV 
(Continued from lest week) 


The lrish Free State issued two values with the 
same design (No. 88, 89). The 2p value is slate green 
and the 3p deep blue. The design is very chaste and 
simple and yet expressive in its symbolism. Besides the 
date and statement of the Holy Year the middle of the 
design is dominated by a plain cross with its center 
surrounded by a halo. At the foot of the cross and 
facing each other are two kneeling figures bowing in 
adoration of the cross. 

Brazil has a stamp issued in 1933 which is headed 
“Holy Year Issue” in Scott’s catalog but as noted in 
smaller type in the catalog it was in reality issued for 
the Eucharistic Congress held in Brazil in 1933. 

The Vatican State issued a set of stamps for this 
Holy Year. We are omitting the treatment of them 
here as we plan to give a whole chapter to the stamps 
of the Vatican State. 

The Eucharistic Congress is a later addition to 
Roman Catholic Church festivals and it is only in the 
past few years that it has assumed international im- 
portance. The first Eucharistic Congress was held 
at Lille, France, June 21, 1881, by Bishop Segur. Its 
aim then, as now, was to increase the reverence for the 
Holy Eucharist by glorifying it in special ceremonies. 
The whole idea is based on the doctrine of the Real 
Presence of Christ in the Eucharist. The Eucharistic 
Congress grew rapidly in popularity and the Roman 
Catholic Church found in the observance not only a 
way of deepening the devotional life of Catholics, but 
a strong missionary appeal to non-Catholic as well. 
The Congresses reached a world-wide scale with the 
nineteenth one, held in London in 1908. They are 
now held at irregular but frequent intervals in widely 
scattered parts of the world. The Congresses are oc- 
casions for the assembling of great numbers of high 
church dignitaries. ‘heir colorful robes, the attendance 
of multitudes of devout worshipers, and the solemn 
ceremonies make the Congresses very impressive, even 
for non-Catholics. Through the agency of the radio 
the more recent Congresses have been carried into 
thousands of homes the world over. 

It is very natural that countries which are pre- 
dominantly Catholic should give official recognition to 
these Congresses and issue stamps to commemorate 
them. The Irish Free State inaugurated this by issuing 
two stamps with the same design in 1932 upon occasion 
of the Eucharistic Congress held in Ireland (No. 
85, 86). The design of these stamps is very simple. 


At the bottom is the date in Roman numerals. Around 
the sides and top runs the inscription, “International 
Eucharistic Congress.” In the center is the Cross of 
Cong and in the center of the cross a small picture of 
the Chalice, symbolical of the Holy Eucharist. 

Brazil issued a stamp in honor of their first Na- 
tional Eucharistic Congress in 1933. It is of 200r 
value and is printed in dark red. It is a large upright 
rectangular: (No. 378). This stamp is not particularly 
attractive as the whole design is made up of various 
symbols of the Eucharist and the Catholic Religion. 
The average non-Catholic would only understand the 
date and the inscription, ‘First National Eucharistic 
Congress.” The central design features a symbolic 
figure of a fish. The fish was from very early times the 
symbol of the Christian Religion. After looking at 
these Irish and Brazilian stamps we wonder why some 
Catholic country has not thought of using one of the 
great paintings of the Last Supper by a Catholic artist 
as a design instead of this maze of symbols unknown 
to everyone except a trained ecclesiastic. 

The Argentine issue of 1934 in honor of the 32nd 
International Eucharistic Congress held in Buenos 
Aires is more in line with popular taste. “Iwo stamps 
were issued. A 10c in rose and brown bearing a picture 
of the “Christ of the Andes,” which we referred to 
in a previous chapter. It is a splendid close-up of this 
gigantic statue of Christ which stands high in the 
Andes on the boundary between Chile and Argentina 
as a fitting symbol of the peace which they swore at 
the foot of the Redeemer. This spirit of peace was 
created out of a violent dispute threatening war by 
the passionate preaching of peace by two Roman Cath- 
olic bishops, one in Chile and the other in Argentina. 
It is peculiarly fitting that a statue of “The Prince of 
Peace” should grace a stamp in honor of the Eucharist, 
the symbol of his sacrifice for peace and righteousness. 
The other stamp issued was a 15c in dark blue bearing 
a picture of the Buenos Aires Cathedral. This 
Cathedral will be discussed in a later chapter. 

Brazil also had a part in honoring this Eucharistic 
Congress in the Argentine. Cardinal Pacelli was the 
Pope’s Legate at the Congress. On his way to Argen- 
tina he paid Rio de Janeiro an official visit. The 
Brazilian government honored his visit by issuing two 
stamps (No. 392, 393). Both bore a picture of the 
huge statue of Christ which looks down upon the city 
with outstretched arms from the mountain peak back 
of the city. There was on the left side of the stamp 
a map of eastern South America and inscribed on the 
map “Visit of Cardinal Pacelli, 1934.” 

We hope in the near future to have from some 
country a stamp issue for Christmas and Easter. There 
are many great paintings which could be used for such 
an occasion with the approval of all denominations. 
Why not more pictures and symbols of the “Prince 
of Peace” and less of war-makers on our stamps?

Gentlemen: 

Perhaps you will be interested in 
learning of, and _ possibly advising 
your readers of conditions of the U. 
S. mails due to the recent floods. No 
doubt many of your readers have or- 
dered items from your advertisers 
located in the east and are wondering 
why they have had no replies. 

The fact is that all mail destined 
for Baltimore, Washington and other 
eastern cities was delayed several days. 
Much mail originating in the western 
part of the country ordinarily comes 
to the eastern cities through Pitts- 
burgh or Harrisburgh, Penna. or 
Cumberland, Maryland. The news- 
papers have told in vivid language of 
the flood conditions in those three 
cities. 

I know for a fact that daily mail 
from Youngstown, Ohio and St. 
Paul, Minn. was 5 days late in reach- 
ing Baltimore, and the postoffice here 
could give no definite information as 
to when such mail would be de- 
livered.

U. S. Auction Prices 








While musing the prices at which 
U. S. stamps sold on February 28th 
at the Uptown Stamp Co. sale in 


to me that may be of interest to other 
collectors. 

We note that mint blocks are very 
much in demand; for instance in Co- 
lumbians, the 2c “broken hat” va- 
riety in a mint block of nine sold for 
$7.60; the 3c block of four for $3.30; 
4c block of four for $6.20; 5c block 
of four for $5.60; 6c block of four 
for $5.25; 8c block of four for $3.40; 
10c block of four for $6.10; the 15c 
block of four $21.00, which was $6.00 
over catalogue, and are advancing, a 
$4.00 selling at $40.00 and a $5.00 at 
$38.50 





Auction buyers emphasize the nec- 
essity for us to at all times collect only 
the best-centered stamps which we 
can obtain, because of the prices which 
\they bid for same. Dozens of well- 
centered mint stamps sold around or 
above full catalogue price, while 
their off-centered brethren were sell- 
‘ing for half those prices or less. 


The $1.00 Trans-Mississippi went 
to $17.25 and how they do bid for 
mint blocks showing imprints or guide 
lines; a 5c block of Louisiana Pur- 
chase, with imprint bringing $18.50 
or $6.00 over catalogue; a lc Imperf. 
1906 block with center lines going to 
$30.25, or $10.00 over catalogue; the 
2c shield Imperf. in arrow blocks 
brought $5.00 over catalogue; all of 
which shows that those little arrows, 
lines and imprints are worth having 
and very much in demand. 

The Imperfs. and Coils from No. 
344 to 355, the Lincoln Imperfs. and 
bluish papers and Alaska Yukon and 
Hudson-Fulton Imperfs were bid up 
around and above catalogue prices. 

In Panama-Pacifics a block of six 
of 10c orange No. 400 changed hands 
at $5.00; the 5c red error No. 467 
in block of six went to $27.00 and the 
Harding Imperfs were well sold. 

Complete set of Walloons in blocks 
brought $7.20 and Norse-Americans 
$6.00, and blocks of four of the 50c 
Zeppelin sold for $10.00 while a full 
sheet of fifty, went for $142.00. 

So that whenever I study the auc- 
tion prices I constantly get new ideas 
|of the ever-changing demands of col- 
lectors, as expressed by the buyers at 
these sales.
